and prejudices could bo easily overcome

Ottawa, April G. — Tho Minister of Fiah- 
ies has reportod to tho Council that 
salmon fishing with pound nets is being car 
riod on by United Statos oitizons at Point 
Roborts, a pieco of land situatod about 
nine miles south of tho Fraser river, 
and recommending that as applica- 
tion is made on behalf of Canadian 
tishermon for permission to uso similar nots 
in Boundary Bay, a sheet of water botween 
Point Roberts and tho mouth of tho Fraser 
river, ho bo authorized to issuo licenses to 
fish with pound nots for Balmon in tho 
waters of Houndary Biy to Hritish bubjeotB 
who are actual owners of fishing goar and 
plant used in fishing and reside in British 
Columbia. 

Civil service promotion examinations will 
bo held May 15 for prospective vacancies in 
tho Post-ethos and Customs service. 

A deputation of steamboat men saw Sir 
John Thompson to-day and protested 
against Mr. Mulock's bill, fixing tho rates 
for carrying cattle. They also represented 
that a 20 knot Atlantic service for threo- 
quarters of a million wus an utter impossi- 
bility. 

Tho revonuo during March shows an in 
croaso of $453,000. Tho customs fell off

BANK OF ENGLAND. 

Stormy Mooting of Directors— Legal Proceed- 
ings Possible in Connection With 
Recent Developments. 

London, April G. — A stormy mooting of 
the directors of tho Bank of England is in 
progress to day. As a result of prcssuro 
brought to bear upon tho board, audienco 
was given to a delegation of prominent 
stockholders. Theso presented a memorial 
demanding a thorough investigation of the 
operations of tho various oilicials appointed 
by Cashier May, who was recently removed 
from his post owing to tho discovery that ho 
had committed irregularities involving tho 
bank in a probable loss of ono and a quarter 
million dollars. The memorial also hinted 
that legal proceedings might eventually be 
found necessary, and demanded that, as a 
precautionary moasure, three financiers of 
note should bo placed on the directory as 
tho direct representatives cf tho groat mass 
of stockholders so that the directory should 
no longor bo regarded as a close corporation. 
It was stated that no disposition existed to 
remove David Powell from his position as 
Governor, but that reform in tho manage- 
ment in the great institution should and 
must bo introduced. This expression of 
opinion gave riso to a long and animated 
discussion. It is regarded as certain, how- 
ever, that tho powers that bo of tho bank 
will bo compelled to give way to the popular 
feeling.

WILHELM AND HUMBERT. 



They Meet In Venice- An Enthusiastic Re- 
ceptlon to Be Accorded Them. 

POLA, Austria, April G. — Tho German 
Empotor arrived this morning on board the 
warship Von Moltko. All the ships in the 
harbor wero decorated and a saluto was 
fired. 

VENICE, April G. — The meeting of King 
Humbert and Emperor William to-morrow 
is to bo celebrated with great rejoicings. 
An enormous crowd gathered between 7 and 
o'clock, this evening, in St. Mark's 
Square Tho choering of tho King was 
deafening, and ho appeared in the balcony 
of tho pulaco facing tho tquaro. The cheer- 
ing did not abate until eovoral minutes after 
he retired from Bight. Tho palace and many 
other buildings aro splendidly illuminated 
Somo of tho effects aro novel and magni 
ficont. The German and Italian dugs are 
intertwiued in tho front of privato houses 
Tho throng of strangers increases hourly. 
The hotels aro full, and this ovening it is 
difficult for tho visitor to find rooms for tho 
night.

Tito Prince's Dock on the Jferse.y Consider- 
ably Injured— Steamship's Machinery 
Ruined. 

Liverpool, April G.— A fire broke out 
Into this afternoon at tho Prince's dock, on 
tho Morsoy, and destroyed somo of tho dook 
buildings boforo it could bo got under con- 
trol. The now machinery which was to bo 
placed in tho British stoaniBhip Black Rock 
was on tho dock and moat of it was ruined. 



FINANCE AND COMMERCE. 

Reports That the Wilson Bill May Be Defeat 
etl Affect New York Stocks-Trade 
Very Irregular. 

New Yokk, April G — Tho dealings at 
tho Stock Exohange were characterized by 
marked strongth, without, however, any 
material increaso in tho volumo of transac- 
tions. Tho aales aggregated 213,588 shareB, 
against 220,000 yesterday. Distilling and 
cattle feeding declined 1J to 24|. The 
strength of tho London market and the 
receipt of orders stimulated the upward 
movement. Tho "bulls" were more 
aggressive, and bought all classes of stocks 
freely. Speculation wac affected to some 
extent on roports from Washington that the 
Wilson bill may be defoated- Tho market 
closed strong at or near tho top figurcB of 
tho day. 

Bradstreet's to-morrow will say : Special 
telegrams from important distributing cen- 
tres report general trade quito irregular, 
previous gains having boon followed by a 
shrinkage in many instances. Tho delay of 
expect-. d revival in trade at Cincinnati, 
Clovoland, Detroit and Louisville haB had a 
depressing influence. Tho crops nood rain. 
Tho industrial feature of this week is found 
in thirty-one strikes through tho country, 
involving -10,000 omployes, principally 
among leading traders of Now York and 
Chicago. Manufacturers of print cloths 
have marked up price 1 to 10 and demand is 
brink. Prices of wool uro no lower, but the 
demand is larger, the featuro being the arri- 
val of Australian and Arizona wools. Whilo 
the bank clearings for March ($3,755,000, • 
000) aro G por cont. larger than in February, 
thoy avoragod only about 8139,000,000 daily 
contrasted with $138,000,000 in Fobrunry. 
Except for February last, September and 
August of 1893, last month's cloarings total 
the smallest in any month for six years; be- 
ing 31 per cont. less than in March, 1893. 
Further advances in wheat aro duo to scarc- 
ity based on fears of crop damage Tho month- 
ly report of the world's supplies of wheat 
indicates that the U. S. will oarry over 
moro avuilablo ivheat on July 1 than on any 
like date except in 1893. Tho exports of 
wheat (flour included) on both coasts of the 
united states, amount to 1,778,000 bushels 
last week, 3,(330,000 bushels in week one 
year ago, and a trifle less than 3 million 
bushcis in corresponding weekB 2 and three 
years ago. 

R. G. Dun and Co's, weekly report of 
trade to-morrow will say : "tho failures for 
tho past weok havo been 219 in tho United 
States against 195 last year, and 
2G in Canada, against 2S last year. 

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Seeding in Manitoba— Sheep Losses In Al- 
berta— Railway Extension— Town 
of Emerson. 

WlNNIPEO, April G. — (Special)— Seeding 
his commencod in tho Moosomin district, 
but it will not bo general in Manitoba until 
tho 20th. 

Tho Massoy, Harris Co, announce that 
from various cauBes, which they aro not 
prepared to discuss at preecnt, they have 
decided to cut down their staff both in 
Winnipeg and the country west, and to 
make in Montreal a reduction of wageB. 

Tho estimated winter losses on tho Al- 
berta sheep ranches will not excood one-half 
por cent. 

Rev. Father Gillies has tendered his 
resignation as inspector of Northwest 
schools, on account of his continued ill- 
health. 

The promoters of tho Manitoba & South- 
eastern railway scheme havo returned from 
the East, and announce that thoy can secure 
capital to build the line if tho Government 
offers bolter terms of assistance. 

The Provincial Government commission- 
ers, uppointod to investigate tho affairs of 
the town of Emerson, havo made their ro- 
port. They say that tho business of the 
corporation has been couductod in a very 
loose manner.

London, April G.— Tho defeat of the 
Government in tho Houso of Commons last 
evening, by 228 to 227, on a privato bill, 
has been the chief topic of discussion in 
political circles to-day, and the prediotion is 
frcoly made that tho Rosebory Governmonb 
cannot exist much longir. Other votes 
were ti km on various questions, and the 
normal majority fell from 15 to 18 votes in 
several caaes. until finally a majority of ono 
waa recorded against them in spito of the 
vigorous efforts of tho whips. It was on 
tho question of the second reading of the 
East London water bill that this vote was 
taken. The bill was opposed on behalf of 
the Government by Mr. Shaw-Lefevre, 
president of the LoceI Government Board, 
and tho Government whips wero energetic 
in their endeavors to rally their forces; bub 
despite this, tho bill was passod by the voto 
mentioned, 22S to 227. None of the Par- 
nellito members wero prosent, and many of 
tho anti-Parnollites wero away, but all had 
arranged pairs boforo going. 

Tho Daily News, (Lib.,) commenting on 
the matter, admits that tho government 
will meet with Berious disaBtor unless great- 
er vigilance is observed. 

The Westminster Gnzstto is inclined to 
place tho blame upon tho Irish absentees, 
remarking that "the serious foaturo oi tho 
situation was in the absence of the National- 
ists and tho Redmondites from tho House." 

Tho Conservative papers aro jubilant 1 1 
tho position in which tho government is 
placed and regard the downfall of the minis- 
try as meroly a question of a short time.

SURROUNDED BY ICEBERGS- 

British Ship " Fulwood " From San Francisco 
Sights Over 100 Icebergs at One Time. 

Queknstown, April G.— Tho British ship 
Fulwood, which arrived here to-day from 
San Francisco, reports that during four days 
in the mouth of January, whilo in tho South 
Atlantic ocean, she was completely encircled 
by icebergs, somo of wl ich wero six miles 
in longth and U00 foot high.

That remarkable 
fish with a head liko a monkey's, that no 
ono ever found a name for in Latin, was sold 
by us to a museum man for $30, Tho pur- 
chaser disposed of the curiosity to a aide- 
show man at a good profit." 

WESTMINSTER. 

New \Vkstminsteb, April G.— The band

coming bolder every day, and the time 
seems to have arrived to mako a determined 
effort to effect their capture A few nights 
ago the granary of H. Vasoy, Nicon-.en 
Slough, was brokon open aud a ton and a 
half of seed oats stolen. They could only 
have been removed by boat. The following 
night tho warehouse at Mount Lehman 
steamboat landing was robbed of a quantity 
of goods left thero by the steamer tho pre- 
vious day. A similar robbery is reported 
from Sumas Landing.

THE NORTHWEST COAST. 

Action by the Provincial Government to 
Secure a Patrol Service to 
Maintain Order. 

The report of tho committee of tho legis- 
lative council on tho Bubjeot of illicit liquer 
traffic and the preservation of ordor on tho 
Northwest coast, laid boforo the legislature 
on Thursday, was promptod by a communi- 
cation addressed to tho Attornoy-Goncral 
by Levi W. Myers, United States oonaul at 
Victoria, dated January 10, 1891, repre- 
senting that oitiz.na of southeastern Alaska 
had recently made complaint that intoxi- 
cating liquors aro smugglod into that terri- 
tory in largo quantities from Fort Simpson ; 
that theao liquors aro Bold to and consumod 
by Indians and indigonb whitos, greatly to 
tho dotrimont of the puhlio peace and tho 
advancement of tho entiro community 
in civilization ; and further, that tho 
80urco of supply boing outside tho 
jurisdiction of tho Alaskan authorities, thoy 
aro poworloss to grapple with it, but must 
look to tho Government of this Provinco 
and of tho Dominion of Canada for tho ro 
lief sought, and stating that tho officials of 
Alaska will bo glad to cooperate in any 
effort made to curtail tho hurtful traffic In 
connection with tho abovo communication, 
tho committee remark that tho causo of 
complaint is not confined only to tho neigh- 
borhood of tho boundary lino between 
Alaska and this Province, but is existent, 
and has beon for yoarB, throughout tho 
whole northwest coast of the Provinco, tho 
inlets upon which and tho islands adjacent 
thereto, inhabited by largo numbers of 
Indians, having always afforded a homo 
for those engaged in illicit liquor traffic. The 
attention of the commitleo has been called 
to tho busis of tho agreement which resulted 
from tho conforoncu of tho late Hon. John 
Robson with the Dominiou authorities, on 
hie mission to Ottawa in October, 1887, 
under which the cost of tho administration 
of justice and tho preservation of peace 
among tho Indians was assumed by this 
provinco. Cortain matters, though their 
porformanco waa not definitely promised by 
tho Dominion authorities, remained open to 
further discussion, and were promised due 
consideration, aDd prominent among them, 
in relation to tho circumstance above detail- 
ed, was tho proposition to pluco a federal 
rovonuo cutter in the waters which waeh 
tho northwest coast of tho province, for 
tho prevention of illicit liquor traffic 
and tho protection of the fisheries. 
The committee consider that tho time has 
now arrived when the coBt of carrying out 
ira share of the ubovo arrangement has 
reached such proportions tint the further 
considorstion by tho Dominion of matters 
previously left in abeyance, with a view to 
their immodiate performance, iB absolutely 
indisponaib'o if the Provinco ia still to un- 
dertake tho dutiea ubovo mentionod; and 
that tho only condition upon which tho Pro- 
vinco can coutinuo to annually expend largo 
aums in districts entirely inhabited by In- 
dians, is the assumption by tho Dominion 
authorities of tho duty of patrolling the 
waters of the north-weBt coast of this Pro- 
vince. They therefore urge that immediate 
steps be t*kon for tho purchase and equip- 
ment of a vessel suitable for that Bcrvice, of 
such a build and speod as to cope with the 
well designed craft which aro employed in 
illicit trado in these wators.

To the Editor :— I notice your article 
on the above under date 3rd inat., and hav- 
ing myBelf been in the hop business for over 
twenty years in the " Borough," London, 
England, with branches at Hull and Wor- 
cester, and during that time soiling on the 
avorugo over thirty thousand packets and 
bales a year, I claim I should know some- 
thing about the subject, and so I do. Thero 
are two points to consider. First, what 
sort to grow ; bccoihI, what sort aro likely 
to put most money into one's pocket ? I 
will answer this later on. Meantime, to 
show I ought to know something about 
what- I write, I may state 1 resided with 
my father on his estute, tho Model Farm, 
at Wostorham, Kent. Ho grew a good 
many hops', different sorts, viz : "Geld- 
ings," "Jones," "Grapes," and " Col- 
geateB," and took the only two medals ever 
given, I believe, in tho London and Paris 
exhibitions, against growers from all parts 
of the world. 

The true EiBt Kent " Golding "— and 
when Messrs Norman & Co. writo " sub- 
ject to tho East Kent character being main- 
tained," they mean and should say "lUvor" 
— I say tho true East Kent " Golding " is 
the best, quality and Uivor of any hop 
grown, out, and it is a big but, it iB only on 
the average a small cropper, and retains its 
distinctive charactor or (Uvor only when 
grown in its own home, Eisfc Kent, Eng- 
land. They cannot even get or retain that 
special character or fl wor when grown Buy 
in Sussex, Englaud. 

Tho next best in quality and flavor is tho 
"Jones," and a good bearer — alwuys a 
third moro than " Goldings." Next wo 
havo "Grapes," a big coarso hop bearer, 
but short of flavor. Last comes "Colgeates," 
the heaviest cropper of all, but rank in 
flwor. Undorstanclfng the matter from 



MAIIINE MOVEMENTS. 

Tho "Quadra's" Useful Cruise in the 
Gulf— Preparing te Oppose 
the "Kingston " 

Departure of tho " Leahi "—The " Ste- 
vedore's" Close Call— Notes 
and Gossip. 

After a ten-day cruiso in tho Gulf of 
Georgia, her fL-tw this j e \r, tho Dominion 
Government steamer Q iadra, Capt. 'Wal- 
bran, returned to port at noon yesterday. 
While away she stationed an iron buoy on 
Boulder reef, to the south of Cortes island, 
which was found to extend farther into the 
Gulf than the chart shows. During hor ab- 
sence tho steamer sncceedtd in locating sev- 
eral dangerous rocks not charted. One of 
these is in the direct way of navigation in 
Agamemnon channel, between PoarBon 
island and the shore of tho mainland. On 
this rock there is only a depth of about 
three feet, of water at low tide, mid but from 
20 to 25 f ithoms surround it, while tho chart 
shows 47 fathoms clcsa by. Off tho entrance 
to Whaleton B.y another sucn rock was dis- 
covered where the chart gives IS fathoms of 
water, and where thero is uotually but from 
12 to 15 fathoms Burrounding, and but 8 
feet covering. In Malaspina strait, east 
southeast of Cape Cockburn and but about 
two miles distant from tho capo, two shoul 
patches were found, tho highest points of 
which were covored by threo to four 
feet of water. These rocks Capt 
Wulbran believes to bo tho summits of a 
submarine ridge fully half a milo long. On 
one Bide of this ridge is twenty fathoms of 
water, while on tho other the depth is 
till i as great. Cupt. Walbran had a large 
whit e cross painted on a largo boulder and 
also hud tho trunk of a small trto painted in 
a conspicuous pluco on tho northern ridgo 
opposite Nelson island. This important in- 
formation which the Quadra ^collected on 
the eruieo will bo conveyed to the Marino 
department, who in turn will notify tho 
Admiralty for tho purpose of having tho 
charts corrooted. 

A DESIRABLE CHANGE. 
Walter Oikes, superintendent of tho 
Puget Sound & Alaska Bteamship company, 
has made public that the present aohedulo of 
tho steamer Kingston will bo cancelled on 
April 15 The steamer will lie over at Se- 
attle one day and then leave at 8 a m. on the 
17th for down Sound ports, arriving back at 
■i a.m. tho next day. This will be her regu 
lar schedule thereafter. Tho change is mado 
to accommodate sumnior tourists who prefer 
going down the S;iund durinp tho day. 

PREPARING KOK BUSINESS 

It is saiel that the steamer Rosalia, which 
was recently reported lo have been purchas- 
ed by the Northwestern steamship company 
to be placed on the run between Victoria 
and tho Sound cities, in opposition to tho 
City of Kingston, is beint; made ready in 
San Francisco for her new routo. Forty 
new staterooms are being added to her pre- 
sent accommodation, and her largo fore 
saloon is being remodelled. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The Stevedore, a self-propelling scow, 
made a desperate effort to get in from tho 
outor wharf yesterday. She did not start 
out until after tho galo arose, and on turn- 
ing Into the harbor waB caught by a heavy 
wind which brought her with considerable 
force against tho old outer wharf. Tho bul- 
woiks of the craft, however, sustained little 
damage through the collision. 

Tug Lome towed the bark Leahi into 
Royal Roads from Departure Kay yestorday 
morning. The birk is coal laden for Hono- 
lulu, and called hero to secure three or four 
men, to replace those of her crow who left 
her at Departure Bay. 

For her next northern freight, tho steam- 
Bhip Daaubo will carry a heavy loud of can- 
nery supplies which she was yesterday tak- 
ing aboard at the now outer wharf. She 
will sail Tuesday evening. 

The Northern Pacific steamship company 
havo issued a new schedule giving the dateB 
of tho arrivals and departures of their 
Bteamers at all points at which they connect.

both (ho poi it of grower and dealer ; I Bay, 
give mo evciy time "Jones." I state above 
they bear at least one third moro than 
" liuldings," often double, and now, 
whereas the differjuec in prico on the Lou- 
don market between tho best and medium 
samples of American or British Columbia 
hops would only ho 20s. per cwt., it re- 
quires littlo calculation to work out which 
puys best. 

Again I assert you cannot for long main- 
tain tho East Kent character or fWvor, not 
oven fully the first year — less tho second 
and it gradually diea out altogether, and you 
must boar in mind tho East Kont Gold- 
ing is only a small hop. In tho Jones 
you havo a larger hop, and I should say leBS 
liable to loso its charaotor, and if it doeB, 
you have a vigorous stock in ono at least, 
much moro so than tho EaBt Kent Gold- 
ing. They have tried the experiment in 
B ivaria— tho very best people, who thor- 
oughly understand tho business— and tho 
result is, as far ub I have aeon, a cross in 
flivor between tho Bavarian (which aro 
very good hopt) and the Golding, and 
to what does this point ? Common sense 
telle us the soil and elimato do affect, nnd 
so thoy do, it is not tho curing alone. 

L have dealt lurgoly in Engliah Bavarian, 
Bohemian, French, Bolgian, American (New 
York State), Washington, Oregon and Culi- 
fornian hops, and of those grown on tho 
American continent, Californians (as a 
rule) corno last. Why ? Tho climate 
most parts is too hot. They grow too 
qu'ckly. They are splendid hops to look at 
io tho sample, but they havo not what wo 
in tho trade call guts, a common word, but 
expressive. Many forget hops aro 
au'utnn crop, and do not require to maturo 
too early. It is the sumo in England ; if 
wo havo an exceptionally hot summer, wo 
get, as a rule, a big crop, but nothing in 
them in quality. 

Hops should do well in British Columbia 
— very woll— and thoy pay handsomely, 
Moro weight per aero would be given hero 
than in England. To a beginner I would 
say, besides tho sort you start with, plant 
a couple of rows of two or three other dif- 
ferent Eorts. They will soon tell which is 
tho best suiteel to tho soil. 

I was bick in London, England, for three 
months last au'umn, and made arrange- 
ments with the leading hop factors thore, 
and am authoriz;d by them to solicit con- 
signments. I can gturantee fair treatment 
and full market prices. lam also prepared 
to advanco money on same. I shall look up 
this business next season, and if you can 
send mo tho names and addresses of tho 
larger growors, it might be to their advan- 
tage to put themselves in communication 
with me. I ahull also bo pleased to hear 
from anyone interested.

DEFAULTER PITCHER. 

The (Jrlmo For Which He Served a Term- 
How He Nearly (iot tho Best 
of Ills Bank. 

Providence, R.I , April 6. — Charles J. 
Pitchor has been released from tho Montreal 
penitentiary, whero he had been serving a 
seven years' rsentenoo for robbing tho Union 
bank of this city. Pitchor'a stealings wero 
about three-quarters of a million. Two 
maiden ladies of advanced years had on 
deposit in the bank every dollar of their 
possessions and in tho form of negotiublo 
securities worth §150,000 Prominent busi- 
ness men were threatened with serious disas- 
ter and tho bank oflicials were requested to 
make overtures to Pitcher locking to a com- 
promise, which would givo him a handsome 
bonus and assure him immunity from prose- 
cution, either by tho hank, the local police, 
the Dominion authorities or the company 
which had guaranteed his bonds to tho bank. 

Tho bunk people agreed to this. De- 
tective Parker went to Montreal, armed 
with the authority to offer Pitcher thoso 
terms and to plcdgo him a bonus to the ex- 
tent, of S50,00(). Mr. Parker at once went 
1 1 the jail and suw Pitcher. He began first 
by an offer of $10,000. Pitcher put his 
bauds into his trotners pockets and, laugh- 
ing, turned his back, walked away und 
whistled. A second call was mude and tho 
offer of $50,000 waa made, when Pitcher 
said ho would disolrao the whereabouts of 
the BC-curities for §150,000 The bank peo- 
ple having failed to traco tho package, had 
mado up their minds to trivo tho recreant 
teller the sum he hud demanded, for there 
was seemingly no other course open to 
them. It would have been done but for a 
happy idea. 

Pitcher, when arrested, was in the act 
of boarding an English bound steamer, and 
had taken passage under the name of j. A. 
Roberts. If he hud Bent the securities out 
of tho country he would have been likely to 
have shipped them to an address aimilur to 
tho ono ho assumed in Canada. This thought 
led to the Bending of cablegrams und the 
lucky find of the missing package of securi- 
ties in the cfiico of the London banking 
houso addressed to A. J. Roberts. 
The lucky thought and tho chanco 
find saved, and by a few hours 
only, tho full surrender of tho hunk 
officers to Pitcher's domaud. The bank got 
back every dollar's worth of its stolen secur- 
i ies, nrd Mr. Parker personally brought 
b ick from London moro than SBOO.OOO. 
The baak's uctual loss was tho money 
Pitcher paid for hia trip to Canada and his 
hotel bills, tho amount ho had laid out for 
his pasBugo to England, and Mr. Parker's 
expenses in America and abroad, tho whole 
being insignificant compared with the Iosb 
that would have beou sustained had the 
bank paid even the bonus Pitchor domunded. 



THE "HICTHEROY." 

Sho Is Regarded by Thoso Who Know Her ub a 
Very Formidable Warship. 

Southampton, April 10. — Mr. G. Vanid- 
orBtine, formerly chief ongineor of the dyn- 
amito cruiser Nictheroy, arrived hero from 
Rio de Janeiro on tho Bteamship Nile, ac- 
companied by his assistant engineers. They 
will sail for New York to-morrow. There 
wero also on board tho Nilo fifty of tho 
former orow of tho Nictheroy. Mr. Vanid- 
eratino expressed Mb opinion that tho cauEO 
of tho Brazilian insurgents was ended with 
the battle of Armucou, in which Admiral da 
Gama lost all of his best officers and more 
than 1300 killed and wounded of tho small 
force which composed his command. Speak- 
ing of tho Niotheroy, Mr. Vanidcretine said 
that thero never was a time after leaving 
New York that tho vessel did not have a 
pressure of 100 pounds of steam. Her ma- 
chino guns worked perfectly, und practico 
with tho dynamite gun had developed great 
precision in striking objects at a very long 
range. Altogether bo regarded the Niothe- 
roy- as a very formidable warship. When 
lying off tho co st or in harbor Bho was 
moored to a buoy, instead of being anchored 
in tho ordinary way, bo that by simply 
knocking out a pin alio could bo got undor 
way almost immediately. To got her ready 
for action only three minutes woro required.

WELL NAMED. 

The Timca objects to tho opitheta 
" aneak, "" coward " and " slanderer " be- 
ing applied to the " critics " of tho Nakusp 
and Slocan arrangement, and to their being 
" credited " with " meanness " and " ma- 
ligiity ''. If our contemporary alludes to 
our comments on tbo Nukuip and Slocan 
r .ilway debato, it commits a deliberate and 
un inexcusable misrepresenta' ion. With 
respect to any criticism properly ao called 
on the railwi-y transaction, we do not say ono 
word either of approval or disapproval. Wo 
cheerfully recognize the right and tho duty 
of the Oppoaition to criticise and to enquiro 
into every administrative act of the Govern- 
ment. The Opposition were only doing 
what they ought to do, and what thoy 
were sent to tho Legislature to do, when 
they criticised the way in which that 
transaction was conducted, and when they 
tried to find out whether or not it was cal- 
culated to bo beneficial to tho country. 
They, too, did right if they had any suspi- 
cions aB to tho integrity of tho Government, 
to enquire strictly into tho nature of the 
transaction, and to the part taken with 
respect to it by any member of the Govern- 
ment. If the Opposition, after they had 
completed their enquiries and finished their 
examination, had confined themselves to 
what all honest and honorablo men regard 
as legitimate comment and criticism, they 
would not have seen ono reproachful word 
in the Colonist, no matter what their 
conclusions fairly arrived at might bo. 

W 7 hat wo did find fault with, and 
what wo regard as moat despicable, 
when no evidence of wrong-doing on the 
part of tho Government could be found by 
the moat rigid search, wero the ineiuuations 
and suggeetions and hints ao profusely mado 
by the different Bpeakera that the transac- 
tion was not a fair ono, and that some one 
connected with the Government had made 
money out of it to which ho was not en- 
titled. To insinuate chargoB of this kind 
without a Bhrod of evidence, and to take 
advantago of tho privileges of tho House to 
impeach tho integrity of members of tho 
Government, ib tho meanost and tho most 
cowardly aofc of which any man could be 
guilty. There aro many men in tho poni- 
tontiaries of the country who would acorn 
to bo guilty of conduot so dirty and so 
dastardly. Tho Timoa is not bo obtuse, in- 
tellectually and morally, aB not to bo able to 
distinguish botwocn slander of thia kind and 
fair criticism, no maiter how severe it may 
be. When, therefore, it stigmatiacB denun- 
ciation of contemptible and cowardly cal- 
umny, auch aa several leading members of 
tho Oppoaition roaortod to in tho debato on 
th 3 Nakuap and Slocan railway, as " abuso 
whero argument was out of the question," 
it does what it knows to bo contomptibly 
dishonest. 

In tho artiolo in which It attempts to jus- 
tify and apologise for tho courso purBued by 
Mr. Boaven and hia associate defamere, it 
evinces a disposition to follow thoir bad ex- 
ample It is so ovidontly "willing to wound 
and yot afraid to strike " that it is but fair 
to concludo that if it woro only shiolded by 
tho privileges enjoyed by members of the 
Legislature it would bo aa oalumnius as tho 
worst of tho parliamentary slanderers. 



WASTED INGENUITY. 

The News-Advertiser Is too clever by 
half. Its editor evidently believes that ho 
is doing a very smart thing when he endea- 
vors to convey the improssion that tho Hon. 
Mr. Davie'a desire to Bpeak at the close of 
tho debate on the Nakusp and Slooan Rail- 
way bill was oausod by tho "very poor opin- 
ion" ho has "of the ability and the capacity 
of his colleagues and supporters." We aro 
quite euro that there ia no ono, oithor in tho 
Logialature or out of it, who does not fully 
appreciato our contemporary's amartness, 
and who doos not give ita editor all tho ore 
dit ho dosorvea for hiB extraordinary astute- 
nose. It is a thousand pities that he has not 
a wider field for hia talent for intriguo. 

Wo aro greatly afraid that our contempor- 
ary's clevornoas will bo thrown away on Mr. 
Davie's colleaguoa and supporters. From 
a'l that wo can hear, we aro led to beliovo 
that thoy think that thoir leader ought to 
havo had an opportunity of replying to tho 
falso accusations and the alandera that Mr, 
Heaven and his high-minded co-laboreta 
contrivod to insinuato with so much iugeuu 
ity and ability into thoir speeches. Tho 
greator number of the Government's sup 
porter's aro fully convinced that tho object 
of tho Opposition in that dobato was not so 
muoh to show that the NakuBp & Slocan 
arrangement is injurious to tho Province 
to fasten a suspicion of wrong-doing on tlio 
Hon. Mr. Davie and Bomo or all of his col 
leagues. Tho Advertiser's ingonuioua and 
praiseworthy ollbrta to turn them againat 
their loader are, wo foar, vain. It is a pity 
that bo muoh sympathy ahuuld bo wasted 
and bo great an amount of talent exercised 
without adequate results, Hut, as tho edi- 
tor of tho Advertiser well knows, "it is not 
in mortals to command bucccbb," lot him 
bear his disappointment with philosophical 
resignation. 

A SIGNAL FAILURE. 

Tho experiment of the abolition of capital 
punishment is being tried in tho Stato of 
Michigan. The results aro not favorablo. 
(!rirr.03 of violence in that Stato aro increas- 
ing at an alarming rato. Tha numbor of 
murders committed since capital punish- 
ment was abolished aro greater in propor- 
tion to the population than they wero when 
tho punishment for murder was hanging. 
Ono of the arguments used for tho abolition 
of capital punishment was that, if there wero 
no death penalty, juries would bo suro to 
oonviot aa often as tho evidence warranted 
conviction, and that a comparatively light 
puniahment, suro to bo inflicted, would bo a 
greater deterrent than ono that waa far 
moro Bevoro, which could be readily 
avoided. This seemed reasonable, for 
juries aro most unwilling to conviot 
when thoy know that a verdict of guilty 
will condemn the criminal to tho gallows. 
Hut, singular to relate, in Michigan, whero 
tho moat Bevere sentence a man can receive 
ia imprisonment for life, convictions are 
very rare, and the punishment is seldom 
fully carried out. During tho past year 
only twenty-fivo per cent, of those who wero 
generally believed to havo been guilty of 
murder wero convicted, and of thoeo con 
victed only threo persona Buffered the ex 
tromo penalty of tho law. Evidently mur 
der Is not conBidercd a very serious crimo in 
tho Stato of Michigan. In other States, 
whoro the death penalty nominally obtains, 
murderera frequently escape through tho 
laxity with which tho law is administored, 
but wo arc greatly mistaken if in tho worat 
of them tho proportion of thoao convicted 
and punished is not as groat as it is in 
Michigan. 

THE FREE LIST. 

Tho Toronto Empiro directs attention to 
tho extent of tho free list. Many who are 
not in business, and some who are, will bo 
surprised to find what an immonse quantity 
of merchandise ia allowed to enter tho porta 
of the Dominion altogether froo of duty 
The general opinion ia that almost ovory 
tiling tnat, ia imported ia taxed to a greator 
or leaa extent. But thiB is mt ao. W r e pay 
no duty on tea and sugar and coffee and a 
hundred other commoditica. Thia is part of 
what the Empiro says on tho subjeot : 

It will no doubt astonish those who havo 
not paid attontion to tho figures to learn 
that laat year wo admitted into tho country 
and ente red for homo consumption gooda to 
tho valu? of $51,831,459 on which not a 
cent of duty waB exactod, while iu 187S, 
tho loat year under the frco trado 
champion, Sir Richard, only $30,619,202 
worth of gooda cams in free of duty. Or to 
put it in another form, which brings out 
oven moro clearly what tho present Govern- 
ment is doing in letting poople havo tho 
great utaplea which wo do not produce our- 
selves free of duty, while tho value of 
gooda on which duties are lovied only in 
creaaod ten million dollars from 1878 to 
189.'!, tho valuo of goods admitted free in- 
creased twonty-ono million dollars. It ia 
fresh in tho recollection of tho peoplo that 
two yoars ago tho Government throw off 
throo and a half million dollars of sugar 
duties, and last year 17,482,5-18 pounds of 
toa and 3,233,184 pounds of coffeo wore im- 
ported froo of duty, on which, under tho 
Cartwright tariff, tho peoplo would 
havo to pay §1,035,700 — so that 
on thcao three itoms alone tho 
peoplo have boon relieved of taxation to tho 
amount of four and a half million dollars, 
not to speak of the millions thoy havo boon 
rolioved of on tho hundrods of other articles 
addod to tho freo list slnco the National 
Polioy camo into force. 

A conBpicuoua and gratifying fcaturo of 
tho now turifl announced by Hon. Mr. 
FoBtor on Tuesday ovening, was the exten- 
sion of this principle still further. Sugars 
to bo ontored freo wero raisod from 14 to 10 
Dutch standard, under which a very largo 
sum will be savod to the poople in duties. 
Bibles and prayor books and some forty or 
fifty other artiolos have also boon added to 
tho frco list ; and as theso aro artiolos which 
do not coins into competition with anything 
in tho country, every dollar of duty re- 
mitted ia a dollar saved to tlio taxpayer. 

Thia largo freo list makes tho average 
duty upon all imports, dutiable and unduti- 
ablo, much lowor than many persons imag- 
ine, Tho averago duty provioua to tho re- 
vision of tho torilT was 17 i per cout. Beforo 
tho national polioy was ostabliBhed it was 



14 per cent. So the difference in the aver- 
ago rate of duty on imports between Sir 
Richard Cartwright's tariff for revenue, and 
the National Polioy protective tariff is, after 
all, only par oont, Thia ia what the Fi- 
nance MiniBtor said on this subjeot in hiB 
Budget Speech "Go, look baok to 1878 and 
culoulato the ad-valorem equivalent upon all 
goods, dutiablo and free, brought into tho 
country, and it 1b 14 por cent. Caloulato it 
to-day and it ia 174 P or oont., and dobit the 
National Policy with what belongs to it 
namoly a riBo on tho total consumption of 
tho country of ,'U por cent. 

IMPARTIAL OPINIONS. 

Tho Monetary Times, of Toronto, whoso 
prodiloctions are in tho diroction of froo 
trado, speaks of tho now tariff in tho fol- 
lowing terms : 

In-point of numbor, the reduotiona in the 
Canadian tariff' proposod by the Minister of 
Finanoo aro sweeping. Six hundred and 
aixty-fivo ia tho numbor of articlea on which 
roduotiona aro to bo mado. In a tariff of 
this kind, detail ia everything. Tho motives 
for the long list of reductions, expressed by 
tho Minister responsible for tlio presenta- 
tion ot the new tariff, aro to cheapen tho 
cost of production and to lessen tho cost to 
tho consumer. If goods can bo mado 
oheapor, thoy can be Bold cheapor ; tho 
latter end will bo reached tho moro readily 
by tho remission of duties, which woro 
added to the prico. In other words, thoro 
will be reduotiona at two enUB ; a reduction 
of duties on raw material and of duties on 
the finis'iod product. 

Tho following ia the concluaion to which 
it lma arrived after hearing and reading the 
opinions of a largo number of business men 
us to tho uaturo and operation of tho turifl" : 
In interrogating merchants and manufac- 
turers as to thoir views of tlio proposed 
changes in the Canadian tariff, ono must 
conclude that Mr. Foster haB certainly mot 
with a largo measure of success iu hia gigan- 
tic task. It cannot be snitl that overyono is 
pleused. Far from it. But when wo con- 
sider the divergent interests of those engaged 
in different industries, and allow for parti- 
san lo.ninga, tho ditlicultiea of Mr. Foster's 
task become apparent. Many of thoso who 
apparently have serious grievances decline 
to criticiso tho bill and prefer to await 
developments. And if it bo found that in 
specific instances any great injustice has 
been done, thoy probably do not err in ex- 
pecting that tho bill will bo amended before 
its ratification. 

It ia pretty evidont that tho tariff stands 
tho test of examination well — at- least as 
well aa could be expected. Thoro aro so 
many affected by tho changCB whioh hove 
boon made thot it would bo wonderful, in- 
deed, if aomo of them did not consider them 
solves ill-UBed, and would not bo ready to 
provo that if the reductions and exemptions 
wero made in othor directions tho tariff 
would bo a much hotter ono than it iB. Tho 
Liberal newspapers and the Liboral men of 
business aro evidently careful how they 
speak of tho tariff. There aro very few of 
them who condemn it without qualification, 
and there are some who havo a good word 
to say of it on account of its being a Btep in 
tho direction of tho policy they approvo.

Consultation With Premier Davie— Status of 
Ves8cla Sailed Before Publication of 
Scheduled Regulations. 

Me9sro. R. Soabrook, Richard Hall and 
Captain William Grant, repreaonting seal- 
ing intereBtb, waited upon Premier Davio 
yes'.erday to ascertain if in his opinion any 
practical result could bo obtained by cabling 
to Lord Rosebory requesting that British 
warships only be empowered to interfere 
with British soalera. Hon. Mr. Davio did 
not think that a message as suggested 
would bo of benefit, tho Behring Sea bill 
haviug already phased its second reading. 

Tho following cable dispatch was re- 
ceived lust night fiom London in regard to 
the position of veaaela which havo already 
Bailed : " Many inquiries havo been re- 
ceived hero from Canada concern- 
ing tho Btatus of a vessel under the 
proposed Behring Sea act in case 
that vessel Bhall havo proceeded on 
its sealing voyage before the publication of 
the act at the port of doparturo. Tho ex- 
act languago of tho Behring Sea bill on this 
point is aa followa : 

" ' Where, upon any proceeding against a 
person and ship in respect of any offence 
against tho act, it is proved that tho ship 
sailed from its port of departure boforo the 
scheduled provisions wero published there, 
and that such a perBon or maBter of a Bhip did 
not, after sailing and boforo tho alleged 
olL-nco, roceivo uotico of these provisions, 
such a person shall be acquitted and tho 
ship Bhall bo released and not forfeited.' " 

INSURRECTION OVER. 

South Carolina Troubles Believed by Governor 
Tillman to be Ended. 

Columbia, S.C , April G. — Governor Till- 
man has issued a proclamation declaring 
that in tho counties of Darlington and 
Florence there ia no longer any 
insurrection and tho civil Btatus is 
restored, The Governor's proclamation 
was issued on tho recommendation of 
tho officers in command at Dar- 
lington and Florence. Governor Tillman 
wanted tho leading citizens of Darlington to 
pledgo themsolvoa that tho Stato police 
should bo pormittod to search trains and 
houses Buspected of violating the diapenaary 
Uwa and that tho dispensaries Bhould 
bo re -npened and rcaried on with- 
out molestation. Tho citizona hold 
a meeting and aftor careful consideration 
rofusod to take such a pledge; but wired tho 
Governor that they would do all in thoir 
power to preservo order and requested him 
to do likewise

THE CHINESE TREATY. 

President Uoniners, of the Federation of 
Labor, Solemnly Protests Against 
Its Itatlflcutlon. 

Sav Francisco, April G. — A Bpecial from 
Washington BayB that Warren B. Engiieh 
haa expressed himte'f unqualifiedly in 
favor of the proposed Chinoso treaty. Thia 
makes tho whole Democratic delegation, 
including Senator White, in favor of tho 
treaty, with tho Republicans, including 
Senator Perkins, united in opposition to it. 

New York, April 5 — Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation of 
Labor, haa addressed a letter to Vico-Prcai- 
dent Adlai Stevenson for submission to the 
Senate, protesting against the ratification of 
tho proposed (JhincBO treaty. In tho 
course of his lettor Mr. Gompers says : 
" To say that wo aro surprised and 
distressed that tho administration of our 
country should ncgotiato a treaty of the 
ohuractor named, practically surrendering 
to tho government of China righto which 
have been struggled for and achieved, iB, to 
siy tho loaat, putting it mildly. That tho 
immigration of Chinoao into thia country is 
undesirablo and should be prohibited ia not 
'only self evident but ia even admitted in 
tho propoaod treaty itBolf. I am Buro 
that no senator will need bo convinced that 
if tho provisions of tho Scott and Geary 
laws have in a measuro been sue- 
ouessfully evaded and violated by 
tho Chinese in conscqucnco of tho 
elasticity of their consciences and thoir dis- 
regard for any oath or affirmation, that they 
will have no difficulty to provo that they 
havo lawful wives, children or parents in 
their houses 'or property thorein of tho 
valuo of $1000 or debts of liko amount.' In 
fact tho safeguards of the prosent law by 
which tho American peoplo may bo protect- 
ed against tho wholesalo invasion of Chineao 
laborers are swept asldo by tho proposod 
troaty. At present an awful problem con- 
fronts ub. The appalling signt is witnessed of 
milliona of our follow mon and women ac- 
tually idlo and literally without means of 
auBtaining life. If at any other timo tho 
flood-gates of immigration should be penned 
it is certain now, in tho prosoncoof Buoh an 
awful crisis, that wisdom, patriotism, 
Btateemanahip, and humanity ahould forbid 
tho Btep. In the uomo of moro than half a 
million organized woikingmon and women 
of Amorioa, I enter my most solemn protest 
ogainBt tho ratification of tho troaty and 
oarneatly hopo it will bo rejected." 

HUNGARIANS CONCILIATORY.

Kossuth Demonstrations Are Ended.

Fourth Session of tlio Sixth Parliament, 

FIFTIETH DAY. 

Friday, April 6, 

Tho Speaker took tho chair at 2 p.m. 

Prayers by Rev. P. MdF. Maolood. 

Hon. Mb Beaven presented another pe- 
tition from R. T. Williams, respecting tho 
provincial bookbinding, and declaring that 
several statements were mado on tho previ- 
ous day which aro not true. Ho asked an 
investigation by a committee of tho whole 
houso. 

TlIK SPEAKER remarked that he did not 
know what tho houao is coming to when 
anyone presents a petition so grossly reflect 
ing upon somo of its members. Ho called 
attention to tho rulo of tho house ogainst re- 
ceiving petitions containing impertinent and 
improper matter, but said ho would not rulo 
it out hiniBelf, leaving tho matter to the 
houso. 

Hon. Mr Turner said that there is no 
doubt th'»t tho statements ho had mado, 
and whioh aro now contradicted by Mr, 
Williams, were striotly correct, and could 
be proved wero there time for un investiga 
tion. He expressed surpiiso that any mem 
ber Bhontd have ondorsod a petition of this 
outrageous charactor. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven contended that it is 
not a romarkabla thing to charge that state 
ments made in this houso aro untrue, as ho 
had frequently heard such accusations mado 
across the house. 

Hon. Col Baker said that from tho 
v, ording of the petition ho rather expected 
that it was written by Mr. Beavon himself 
who no doubt intends to use it as an olec 
tioncoring document. 

MR. SemliN pressed for an investigation 

Hon. Mr. DaVIB said as there seemed tn 
be considerable conflict of statement, 
might bo well to refor the matter to a select 
committee for inquiry. Ho thought there 
will be time to report, as prorogation will 
probably not take placo until Tuesday. If 
therefore the leader of tho opposition would 
move for the appointment of a select com 
mitteo, ho would support the motion. This 
would b3 much bottor than to bring tho mat 
tor up in committee of tho wholo house 
where it could not bo as thoroughly inquirod 
into. 

After further discussion, Mr. Huntor 
spoke against receiving the petition. A 
somo evidence in support of tho price 
quoted yesterday, ho read from three re 
ceipts from Mr. Williams whioh ho had 
his hand, showing the prices paid to him for 
binding to have been at tho rate of $:i 20 for 
the throe books in question, in placo o, S3 03 
as stated yesterday, and of S'2 50 paid to 
Mr. Millor. 

The question being put to the houso the 
petition was rejected. 

Hon. Mr Davie then moved a select 
committeo to inquire into and report upon 
the matter in controversy, to consiat of 
MeeBrs. Rooth, Smith, Martin, Sivord and 
Semlin. Motion agreed to. 

SCHOOL ACT. 

Dr. Milne presented a petition from 
John Nicholson Muir, asking for amend- 
ments to the school act.

Mr BOOTH pointed out that tho cases of 
tho two men woro entirely different, tho 
sheriff having been made to suffer bcoe-u io of 
no fault of his own, but simply through car 
rying out, us ho was bound to do, an order 
of tho court whioh it turned out waB not a 
proper order. 

Hon. Mr BeaveN also hold that tho t vo 
positions aro not of tho samo nature at all 
Ho favored tho vote, but did not by uny 
means endorBO tho contentions of Mr. Grant, 

Hon. Mr Turner referring back to the 
matter of the payment, to tho provincial 
health officer, said he found it had been 
mado sinco the 1st of January, nnd that is 
tho reason it dees uot »ppearin tho accounts 
p resented. 

Committee rose and reported tho retolu 



tion*. Report adopted, nnd loiolutiono 
greed to. 

WAYS AND MEAN'S. 

The house went into committee of ways 
and means, and adopted cortoin resolutions 
for tho raising of supply, Report adopted. 

The supply bill was introduced and read 
a first time. 

HORSEFLY MINING COMPANY. 

The houso again went into committeo on 
tho bill rerpecting tho Horsefly hydraulic 
mining company, Mr. Sword in the chair. 

Tho amendment prohibiting the employ- 
ment of Chineso or Japanese was adopted. 

Bill reported complete with several 
amendments, and road a third timo nnd 
passed. 

OARIBOO' MINING COMPANY. 

The houso went into committeo on tho 
bill respecting the Cariboo hydraulic mining 
company, Mr. Semlin in tho chair. 

Di80UBsion again arose on tho subject of 
tho prohibition of Chinese labor, Hon. Mr. 
Beaven having moved ft clause similar to 
that which had been inserted in tho other 
bill. The amondmont was adopted. 

Bill reportod complote with amendments. 
Mr Adams stated that ho had an amend- 
ment which ho wished to move, respecting 
tho discrimination against theso companies 
in tho matter of tho employment of Chineso. 
He had intended to movo this on the motion 
for the third reading of the Horsefly bill, 
but had brcn prevented from doing so on 
account of the uuu-ual rapidity with which 
tho bill was put through after being re- 
ported from committee.

Hon Mr Heaven then eaid he would 
waive hisolj-otion; but it was eventually 
decided thac the mutttr should bo pro- 
ceeded with in the regular way, after notice. 
hills introduced. 
Hon. Mr Davie introduced a bill _ in- 
tituled " An act to amend the coal mines 
regulation act ; " also a bill intituled "An 
act to amend tho Provincial Royal Jubileo 
act, 1S0O 

Bills read a first timo. 
At C o'clock thu Speaker left tho ohair. 



After Itoccss. 

At S:20 in the temporary absence of the 
Speaker, on motion Mr. Martin took tho 
chair. 

Hon. Mr Turner moved that tho house 
go into committeo of tho wholo on tho bill 
respecting the Nakusp and Slocan railway. 

Motion agreed to, and tho house went in- 
to committee, Mr. Grant in the chair. 

Mr Kitchen complained that the forma 
of tender and specifications produced to the 
houso aro such that on them no contractor 
could put in a proper tender, and ho held 
that the government should have had a 
Burvey made to detcrinino tho cost before 
thoy entered into an ugreomont such us has 
been mado. 

Hon. Mr Davie said it is quite evident 
that the hon. gentleman who had juat spoken 
refuses to take into consideration tho ducu 
ments placed before tho Iioubo, namely the 
affidavits of the engineers Duchesnay, Stew- 
art and Marpole, und tho statements over 
his own (Mr. D-»vie't) signature, making up 
the very completo information now 
before tho house, showing that the 
greatest care had been taken in ascertaining 
what the road ought to cost for construction. 
He had thought of answering tho objections 
urged by going over the entiro ground 
again, meeting tho points ruieed one by one, 
but, in discussing it with his colleagues, ho 
found tho general opinion tn bo that tho 
matter has already been made bo plain that 
thoso who say they do not understand sim- 
ply will not understand, bo that argument 
or explanation would be thrown away upon 
i hem. He thought it just as well, however, 
that he Bhould deal shortly with eomoof the 
main points. Tho Government, as he had 
before explained, came to tho conclusion 
that thu matter was ono of urgency— some- 
thing with which, he noticed, the hon. gen- 
tlemen opposite are in accord, with tho one 



exception of Mr. Sword, who ho believed 
had expressed tho contrary opinion. Mr. 
Brown had aaid that he quite recogniz :d 
the urgency of the case. Having conceded 
this point, the hon. gentlemen opposite 
must concede also that the government 
adopted the best and quickest mode of pro- 
cedure. If time had permitted, tho pluns 
suggested by Mr. Kitchen, of making sur- 
veys and estimates based upon them, would 
no doubt have been tho best and 
more buaine;s-liko, though ho did 
not think it would have been by any means 
the cheapest. It was a great deal more im- 
portant, however, that the rood should be 
constructed at onco than that the govern- 
ment should ascertain to a fraction what 
wa3 likely to bo its exact cost. TIiIb was 
particularly tho caso when it was shown 
that the government could not go very far 
astray as to tho lump sum, in view of tho 
report mado by the C. P. R. engineer 
Duchesnay, who had gone over the road und 
mado a report to Mr. Van Homo which 
showed that the cost would be in the neigh- 
borhood of $17,500 per mile. He had other 
information boforo him to show that it was 
not likely that the road could be built for ft 
smaller sum ; and tho opinion express- 
ed by Mr. Van Homo was that 
if tho road were constructed for fl7,500 
per mile it would bo exceedingly 
choup for a good road, for this waB what it 
was estimated that tho work would cost tho 
C. P. R. themselves with all their rolling 
stock and other facilities charged only at 
actual construction prices. Another com- 
pany entering upon tho work would havo 
had to arrange with tho C. I'. R. for thcao 
facilities It was indisputable that the C. 
P. R could construct the road cheaper than 
anyone 'else could. With tho knowledge 
gained through Mr. Van Home, and having 
beforo them the examples of tho Mission 
branch, which cost §22,000 per mile in a 
country whero tho construction is much 
cheaper ; tho Nelson it Fort Sheppar l road, 
whioh coat nearly $20,000 ; and tho Colum- 
bia & Kootcnay, which cost in tho neigh- 
borhood of $21,000— bearing all these in 
mind, besides the amount given for another 
work built under a guaranteo from tho city 
of Victoria and tho province, and with 
other examples, it wus Been that $17,500 
per milo was cheaper than any road had 
ever hcon constructed in British Columbia, 
la this thoy woro fortified by tho 
opinion of the export engineers; aud they 
thought that even if they did wait; a year 
thoy could not get a lower price. Knowing 
that in tho amount quoteil thoro wus no- 
thing for contractors profits, or for tho 
transportation of tools and materials be- 
yond tho biro cost, the government cimo to 
tho conclusion that, ns tho people wanted 
tho road, and that it was of vital import 
anno, it was bettor to tako such steps as 
would havo it built ut once than to wait a 
year on tho ohauco that after a survey they 
might Bave $500 or $1,000 a milo, with, in- 
deed, tho likelihood that they would actually 
sa/o nothing at all. Onoo thu hon. 'gentle- 
mon opposite admit tho urgency of the 
matter, they must concede that tho govern- 
ment wero justified in taking the steps they 
had taken. Tho C. P. R. company did not 
euro about building tho road, and would uot 
build it, and finally tho present urrangement 
was made with tho ISUkusp * Slocan com- 



pany. Tho opposition Bay tho government 
nre practically building tho road, and bb 
thoy are supplying the money they might as 
well havo built and owned it. Well, ho 
thought the houso would havo had far more 
occasion to find fault if tho govornment hod 
dono that. Tho govornment had not at 
their disposal tho sum of $118,400 which 
they could havo applied to this purpose. 
The expected Dominion subsidy of that 
amount hod not been voted, it waa a mat- 
ter of speculation whether or not it would be; 
and if the go\ ornmen t had undertaken to build 
tho road thoy would h ve lal to find this 
$118. 400. What haB been dono is to guar- 
anteo the cost of construction at $047,000, 
against, nnd in reduction of which, tho 
provinco receives this $118,400, leaving 
tho net amount of $529,100 for which 
tho provinoo is to becomo responsible, 
That this arrangement is far better than the 
other ono authorised last year oan bo 
Bhown by a siniplo calculation. If thoy 
had adopted tho plan authorized 
laBt year they would have hod to guaranteo 
interest for tho 37 miles on tho 
full sum of $25,000 per milo, for 
the company would have had to receive 
credit for tho coat of floating their bondB, 
for brokerage, and for everything elso. As 
ho had Bhown tho other night, and as hud 
been printed without tho hon. gontlomen 
opposite attempting to question tho accuraoy 
of tho figures, the differonco botween tho 
interest at 4 per cent, on $25,000 por milo, 
and tho interest on $17,500 por milo at the 
probably smaller rate of interest, would bo 
considerably moro than enough to croato a 
sinking fund whioh would pay off the prin- 
cipal now to bo guaranteed, at tho maturity 
of the bonds. Tho matter had beon care- 
fully calculated at Montreal, and ho had u 
lotter from Mr. Van Homo containing tho 
result, that gentleman having by request 
obtained from a skilled actuary the figures 
whioh wero quoted the other day. Evoryono 
who will not persist in looking at tho 
matter in tho light of prejudice, but will 
look at it as clearly shown in tho light of 
tho facts, must como to tho conclusion that 
tho government did tho host that could be 
done. He felt that in what he had said he 
had merely repeated in other language what 
ho had already stated in plain tormB which 
no ono on tho other sido had attempted to 
deal with. (Applause.) 

Mr Brown aaid ho wus not sure of tho 
urgency of thiB line, and ho thought that 
suliieieut consideration had not been givon 
to one point— that thero are competing 
roads not guaranteed, and that tho govern- 
ment's action with rospoot to this lino aeems 
something liko killing another scheme. Ho 
had tho statement of an onginoor (natno not 
given) that this road would not cost moro 
than $14 .'i00 per milo on u liberal eatimate, 
after allowing $11,000 moro for grading tho 
track and for ballaBting. Ho thought, how- 
over, that it is useless to urguo this matter, 
and felt liko letting the govornment taking 
tho responsibility and saying no moro 
about it. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven denied that, as 
stated by the Attorney-General, all 
but oro membor of tho opposi- 
tion had admitted tho urgency of this 
work, or that he for ono had made such an 
admission. He felt that there wero many 
suspicious features about tho arrangements. 
Somo people eay, for instance, that the rail- 
way company and the construction company 
aro tho samo people, and ho was suro he did 
not know whether thoy aro or not. He 
had Been it stated in tho press, this morning 
and previously, that tho opposition hud 
thrown out all sorts of insinuations, hut he 
atked who could peruse theEe puperB now 
before the house without coming to the con- 
clusion that there is ground for these insinu- 
ations. Ho maintained that there is the 
strongest circumstantial evidence. 

Hon. Mr Vernon— What is the circum- 
stantial evidence ? 

Hon. Mr Beaven — Wo see it running 
through all tho papers. 
Hon. Mr. Vernon— Point it out ! 
Hon. Mr. Heaven aaid tho evidence is 
that the province is finding ull the money, 
taking all tho risk, and will stand all thu 
loss if the.ro is any, while if there is any 
profit the company will have it. Tho Attar-

ney-General bus been tho most active man in 
putting through this scheme, and to say 
that any sane man would justify tho pro- 
position now before the house would bo to 
say something too absurd to be entertained. 
Only two classes of mon would justify such 
a measure. 

Hon. Mr Vernon— Let ub he»r tho 
classes. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven concluded that ho 
would not hurt the hon. gentleman's feel- 
ings by naming the classes ; but the thing is 
so notoriously wrong that tho people of tho 
provinco should not to asked to appro vo 
of h. 

Hon. Mb Vernon Buid it is wonderful 
how the hon. gentlemen opposito havo 
ohanged front. Thu other day he had act 
about showing tho urgency for tho con- 
struction of the road, and ho was about to 
show the general opinion on the point by 
quoting a resolution of tho Vancouver 
Board of Trade, and on article from 
the Vancouver News Advertiser showing 
the paramount necessity for tho road. Ho 
had intended to read from tho Victoria 
Times on articlo upbraiding the govern- 
ment for not spending $30,000 or $40,000 on 
a wugon road between Nukusp and Slocan. 
Day after day the government had beon 
blamed in .that paper for not using the 
public money in that way. Ho had intend- 
ed to prove tho urgency by these and other 
quotations, but he was interrupted by tho 
hon. leader of tho opposition, who declared 
that that point had novor been raised. This 
incident would bo noted on referenco to tho 
report in tho Colonist a couple of days ago. 
But tho hon. gentlemon opposite appear to 
have got now information, possibly by the 
presence of tho gentlemen down from Kaslo 
in tho interest of another road. It might 
bo that they had adopted tho policy of deny 
ing tho urgency of this road with tho idea 
that it would holp them to get aupport for 
their candidate in the Kaslo district, nnd 
tint tlo/ wished thus to show tho 
gentlemen from that district how hard 
working tho opposition aro In thoir b half. 
Mr. Brown hud also changed front, and had 
denied the urgency of this work. Thoro 
was littlo elso in that gentleman's address, 
except the statement he mado that a lotter 
ho hold in his hand — tho name of tho writer 
not being given —showed, on tho oviJcncu 
of un onginoer who had never traversed tho 
line, that it could havo beon built for a 
smaller amount. He wanted tho houso to 
accept this nameless authority in placo of 
tho sworn statement of '.ho engineers 
Duchesnoy, Murpolo and Stewart, who have 
been in tho Bervico of tho CP R. for years, 
and uro triud anel trusted oflicors, They 
had been in the oiuntry for years, and 
dozen Browns could not BucccBsfully attack 
their reputations in their professions. Ho 
would not now go into the question ruined 
by Mr. Brown as to tho rival road. Tho . I 
cumst-inccH of the Nukusp & Slocan lino 
are known to every ono. Aa for tho 
Kaslo company, mentioned us 
rival, they hud been granted their charter, 
and later hud beon given a land grunt. 
They had had everything they asked for. 
At a later dato, when the Nakusp road was 
pressed upon tho government, they 
would havo boon hold to blamo if thoy had 
not dono something for it, to givo somo out 
let for tho oreB. Tho othor company al 



nnd ns.he had said the government had not 
refused them anything naked for. If it ao 
happened that the aid authorized to be 
given to the Nukuep road is likely to injure 
the Kaslo company that is something to be 
regretted, but ho could not see how the gov- 
ornment is to blamo in tho matter. How 
tho cuso of tho Kislo road may bo dealt 
with in tho future he could not at presont 
say. What was before tho houao was 
merely tho Nukusp & Slocan road. 
Having adopted the principle of this 
bill on the second roading, the 
houao has now simply to deal with 
uny impei fections which may bj dis- 
covered iu the details. Ho had intended to 
say that tho houso hod assisted the Kaslo 
road a few days ago iu tho matter of tho 
bill, authorizing tho change to narrow 
gaugo, but he would not further deal with 
that at presont. If the government had 
neglected to Becuro tho construction of tho 
Naksup &, Slocan road they would also havo 
missed the opportunity to secure the thirty 
miles of connecting road between Rovclstoko 
nnd Arrow Lake, for this additional line 
would not havo boon built by tho C. P. R. 
if tho govornment hud not taken tho steps 
they had taken to afsi't tho Nakusp com- 
pany, and through Uiein to assist in the 
development of tho mines in the Slocan. 
Mr. Beaven has said that this transaction 
is Burrounded with suspicion, and asked for 
particulars. Ho says it is circumstantial evi- 
dence—and that many a man has beon 
hanged on that evidonco, together with 
other nonsense no moro to tho point. 
Tho government however maintain that tho 
evidence ia not. circumstantial — that it is 
most direct, anel Bhows that tho road is cer- 
tainly worth tho amount which is to bo 
granted, and $1 18,400 moro. Mr. 'Bee, 
had said that uny person with $10 could 
have built tho road with the assistance given 
by the govornment. Ho ignored tho fact of 
tho heavy porsonal bond token by tho bank 
us Boourity. The bondB it must bo remem- 
bered havo not been sold, thoy aro only helel 
iu escrow by tho bank, and if tho hon. gen- 
tleman would go to tho bank aud onquiro ho 
would probably be undeceived and find that 
not everybody with $10, or with $100,000 
could get tho credit necessary for this under- 
taking. If tho hon. gentlemen opposito 
havo Buspicions in thoir minds why 
do they not lot tho houso havo 
them ? Why do thoy beat about tho bush, 
and inelulgo in moro inuendoes and insinu- 
ations '! If they have ohorges to mako they 
should mako them liko men, liko members 
of tho house, and not go about them in this 
underhand way. If tho government hael 
decided to build tho road as suggested, nnd 
hud called for tenders, was it to bo eup 
posed that any contractor would have of- 
fered to do tho work ut actual cost '.' Ho 
had never heard of a contractor so patriotic, 
but on tho contrary had found that contrac- 
tors want a pretty fair porcentage of profit. 
When an engineer liko Mr. Duchesnay 
states tho price at which tho C.P.R. could 
havo built tho road at $17,500, it may bo 
taken for granted that if tho govern- 
ment had built it tho cost would 
havo beon very materially abovo 
that figure. Ho and the other engineers 
had no reaBon to como to tho rescue of tho 
government or to say anything false in 
their Btatemonta, and when they say that a 
fair cost is a certain figure the houso has no 
reuBon to disputo this estima'o. In conclu 
sion ho would say that if the hon. gentle 
men opposite would only tell exactly what 
it ia they wont oxplaineel ho and his col 
leagues would be only too happy to givo all 
the explanations in their power. (Ap 
plauso. ) 

Mr. Forster mado a short aeldress, iu 
which ho said, in answer to the invitation 
of the Chief Commissioner to speak out 
what was in his mind, that ho did not be- 
lieve t ho members of tho government to be 
disinterested in this matter. If they ore not 
intereati'd themselves, then he thought some 
of their fiiends must be. He thought tho 
fact that tho Attorney General had taken so 
prominent a port in tho ncgotiatioua — put- 
ling tho oompuny aside and running the 
wholo business himself, and asking tho O. 
P. R. toconst:uct the road — wna evidence 
that ho had some personal interest, for ho 
had no warrant from the house to do what 
ho had dono. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that tho statement 
by Mr. Forster that tho admitted facts show 
that tho members of tho government had a 
personal interest in tho concern wob at least 
a straightforward one, but if they thought 
there was any ground for a charge there is a 
very sitnplo way by which they might havo 
put the matter to tho test. Ho would liko to 
know why, if they believed anything of 
tho kind, tho hon. goutlemcn opposito had 
not taken Bteps to call tho members of tbo 
government to account, to bring them and 
all persons concerned before a committee of 
investigation und to dolvo into tho facts so 
that nothing could havo been concealed from 
tho light of tho inquiry. It must not ho 
supposed that fraud can bo covered up. In 
nine caBos out of ten where it exists, proper 
investigation discovers it. Thoy need only 
havo naked for an investigation to havo had 
it. Although they had been beating about 
the bush for n mouth thoro had been 
not cveu a suggestion of an enquiry. Oh, 
no I They knew a trick worth two of that ; 
honest disclosure of foot was not what they 
wanted for election purposes, but hints at 
boodio and suspicion wero to them their best 
stock in trade. They preferred ra- 
ther to deal in inuendo, nnd to 
l-;ad peoplo to infer somothing which 
thoy daro uot charge and causo to bo in- 
vestigated. Mr. Forster had said it was 
clear tho Attorney-General had an intoreBt 
in the company boOauso ho wanted to push 
oaido tho company anel got tho C.P.R. to 
build tho road, but so fur from tho facts 
leading any thinking man tei such a conclu- 
sion, they indicatod tho elircct oppo- 
site. If ho hael had an interest in 
tho company, or had their welfaro only 
at heart, is it to bo supposod that 
ho would havo ondoavoreel to havo tho C. 
P. R. build it and secure whatever profits 
might ariso out of construction. Just fancy, 
him (Mr. Davie) moro anxious, as had been 
said by Mr. Boaven, for tho wolfaro of tho 
Nakusp company than tho interest of tho 
provinco, seeking to turn over to tho C. P. 
R. und away from tho Nakusp company 
the profit of $4 000 or S5.000 por milo, 
whion gentlemen opposito say was going to 
bo mado out of this deal, though tho O. P. R. 
wanting nothing to do with tho building. 
Tho insinuations carried thoir own con- 
demnation, and none but unscrupu- 
lous, unreasoning men, blinded by 
prejudice, would havo mado them. 
The hon. gentlemen havo tho right at any 
timo to institute an inquiry, but they will 
not do so ; thoy know that insinuation and 
iouejndo servo thoir purposo much bottor, 
unel thut tho facta are of no consequence to 
them. Tho member for Nanuinio hael said 
that there is no obligation on tho part of 
tho C.P.R. to keep tho road in condition, 
hut if ho will refer to tho contract ho will 
find it thero distinctly stipulated that dur- 
ing tho tormot the louto it must bo kopt iu 
good condition, and that it must bo handed 
over in as good order as when recoived, ex- 
cept as to ordinary wear and toar. A rail- 
road cannot bo operated unless maintained 
in good condition, and raila and ties havo 
from timo to timo to bo ronowed as a matter 
of necos8ity, to prevent aooidont to trains 
aud cmseijuent dumago to rolling stock. 



week. It is simply ridiculous to Bupposo 
that at the end of tho twenty-five years tho 
road can be handed buck in such condition 
that it cannot bo run another 
day. Such an argument as this 
never occurred to tho opposition last year, 
for they then had before them tho contract 
relating to tho Shuewap & Oltanagau, which 
contained precisely s'milur clauses, and it 
was known thut the contract in this ouse 
was to bo identical with tho Shuawap & 
Okanngan, anel yet there was never a hint 
from them of tho ridiculous contention now 
made, although according to them the S. & 
O. is to bo handed back at tho end of tho 
25 years in the aamo dilapidated 
condition. Ho would like to know 
when they mado thia wonderful dis- 
covery as to tho shapo in which thb 
C P R. would leavo tho road. Hardly any 
argument which they now bring forward 
was not uvuilublo lost year, when the bill 
to guaranteo tho interest passed unani- 
mously. In thut case, ao far from opposing, 
all applauded tho bill for tho guaranteo. 
Yot now they want the public 
to believe that they opposed it I 
Ho could remember very well what 
tho hon. leader of the oppoaition, who 
wub tho only ono to say a fow wouk words 
against the bill, said on that ocoision. It 
was something like this ; that ho did not 
altogether liko tho bill, though ho did not 
oppoBO it ; that ho bolieved in railway con- 
struction, but ho thought a bettor plan 
might be adopted — ho (lid not Bay what ; 
that ho saw tho road was to cost 
$25,000 a milo, and though the government 
suid it might not oomo up to that maximum, 
yot his experience had boon that these roads 
always do coat us much as tho limit. That 
was the substunco of tho speech of 
Hon. Mr. Beaven last year. It 
woulel bo fur better if tho hon. gentlemen 
would frankly admit that the house acted 
lust year without sufficient information. It 
would havo been a good suggestion for them 
to mako last your that for tho roud to cost 
much aa $25,000 thoro must be a heuvy 
discount on bondB. Thoy did not know 
onough, however, to make a point that way; 
hut now, after the blunder and thu sacrifice 
in the ahapo of discount, has been pointed 
out and prevented by tho government, 
thoy seek to placo the blame upon the gov- 
ernment for guaranteeing u sum about one- 
third lees thun thoy had authorized. They 
aro detormineel to go a point lower 
than tho govornment now, and they 
muintain therefore that tho road will 
not cost $14,000. Why did thoy not 
discover or BUBpeot this lust year? 
They are no kind of an opposition at all ; 
they oppose the government whon there is 
no occasion for opposition, but when they 
might make good points and ho useful to 
the country they fail to perceive them. 
He did not bliuno them for this case 
now under discussion, for ho had 
fallen into tho same error himself, but ho 
did blamo them for trying to mako capital 
againBt the government out of a transaction 
for which they were equally responsible. 
(Applause,) 

In* tho discussion which followed Mr. 
Brown and Hon. Mr. Beaven and others on 
tho opposition aide scouted tho idea of mov- 
ing for tho appointment of a committee, 
which thoy contended would only whitewash 
tho government no matter what tho evidence 
disclosed. 

The several clauses wero fully discussod 
and agreed to, and tho committeo reported 
tho bill comploto without amendments. 

Tho bill respecting the Hall MtneB was 
road a third timo and passed. 

Hon. Mr. Davie in moving tho adjourn- 
ment until Saturday evening, stated that a 
short sitting then would bo desirable in 
order that u oouplo of billa which ho ex- 
pected to bo ready might bo introduced.

A BY-LAW 

For raising tho sum of $55,000 for Lighting 
purposes. 

Whereas, Tho prosent lighting system of 
tho City of Victoria is Insufficient, it is oxpcdl- 
out and necessary to construct anel oporate 
works for supplying tho inhabitants of. tho 
Municipality of tho City of Victoria with elec- 
tric light, and for that purpose to raise, by way 
of loan upon tho credit of the said city, tbo sum 
of §55,000 ; 

And Whereas, it will require tho sum of 
$2,835.38 to ho raised annually by rato for tho 
pnymont of tho now debt nnd Interest ; 

And Whereas, Tho wholo ratable land and 
improvements or real property of tho said Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria according to 
tho laBt revised assessment roll for tho year 
1893, ia 318,511,112; 

And Whereas, It will roquiro an annunl rato 
of lli-ICO of ono mill In the dollar for paying such 
now debt and intorost; 

Be it Therefore Enacted by tho Muni- 
cipal Council of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria ns follows: 

Soc. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of the 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho credit of tho enid Corporation by way 
of tho debentures hereinafter mentioned, from 
uny person or porsons, body or bodies corpo- 
ra-o, who may bo willing to advanco tho same 
as a loan, a sum of money not exceeding In tho 
wholo tho sum of 855.C60 currency (or sterling 
money, at tho rato of l.SGJ dollars to tho ono 
pound sterling), nnd to cause all such sums so 
raised or recoived to bo pnid into tho hands of 
tho Treasurer of tho slid Corporation, for tho 
purposo and with tho obioct hereinbefore re- 
cited. 

Sec. 2. It shall bo lawful for the said Mayor 
to causo any nurnbor of debentures to bo mado, 
executed and Issued for such Bums as may bo 
required, not exceeding, however, tho sum of 
855,000 either in curroncy (or sterling money at 
tho rato of I.KBJ dollars to tho ono pound stcr 
ling) as may bo required, each of tho said 
debentures being of tho amount of §1.000 or ite 
sterling equivalent at tho rato aforesaid, and 
all such debentures Bhnll bo sealeel with the 
seal of tho Corporation aud signed by tho 
Mayor thereof. 

Sec. 3. Tho said dobeotureo shall bear dato 
tho let day of May, 1834, and shall bo mado 
paynblo in fifty yoars from tho said dato at 
such placo either In Great Britain, tho United 
States of America, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo elesignated thoreon, and shall havo 
attached to them coupons for tho payment of 
intorost, and tho signatures to tho interest 
coupons may bo oil her written, stamped, 
printed or lithographed. 

Soe. 1. Tho said dobenturcs shall bear inter- 
est at the rato of 4} per cent, per annum from 
tho dato thoreof, which interest shall bo pny- 
ablo half-yearly at such place, either in Great 
Britain, tbo United States of America, or tho 
Dominion of Canada, as may bo oppressed in 
tho debentures and coupons. 

Sec. 5. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to causo the Bald debentures nnd tho Interest 
coupons, olthor or both, to bo made payablo at 
Buch placo, olthor in Great Britain, tho United 
States, or tho Dominion of Canada, as may bo 
desired. 

Sec. G. For tho purposo of raising annually a 
certain spocidc sum for tho payment of tho in- 
terest on the said debentures during their cur- 
rency, thero shall bo raised annually tho sum 
of 82,175, and for tho purposo of raising 
annually a certain Bpeciflc sum for tho pny- 
mont of tho dobt at maturity, there shall bo 
raised annually tho sum of S360.38. 

Soo. 7. For tho purposo of payment of tho 
said sums in tho next preceding paragraph 
mentioned, thoro shall ho raised and lovied in 
each year a'.rnto of 1G-100 of one mill in tho 
dollar on all tho ratablo land or improve- 
ments or real property in tho Municipality of 
the snld corporation of tho City of Victoria 
during the continuanco of tho eaid debentures 
or any of them. 

Sec. 8. That it shall ho lawful for tho eaid 
Municipal Council from timo to timo to pur- 
chase any of tho said debentures, nnd such- 
elobontures shall bo so oppressed ns to entitle 
tho said Council to reelcom and purchase tho 
same on paying tho amount thereof and tho 
interest duo thoreon at tho date of such pur- 
chase to tho holder or holders thereof, at any 
tinio"nft.or twcnty-flvo yenrs from the dato of 
Issuance of the said debentures. 

Src. 9. This by-law shall, beforo tho final 
pissngc thcroof, receivo tho assent of tho 
electors of the Bnid Corporation in tho manner 
provided for in tho Municipal Act, 1802, and 
amendments thereto, and Bhall take effect on 
tho 1st day of May, 1894. 

Soc. 10. This By-Law may bo cited for all 
purposes as tho "Electric Lighting By-Law. 
1891."

The only tender received complying with 
the form was that of Mr. D. McGillivray, 
which was for all the bondB of the company 
and contained a marked chequo for §1 1'2,000 

Three other tenders were opened, one for 
§20,000 per mile in bonds and $5,000 ii 
paid up stock of the company; one for 525, 
000 in bonds and $4,000 in paid up stock; 
and one for §20,000 in bonds per mile, none 
of which complied with tho form of tender 
issued, or were accompanied by either 
cheque or deposit, and which consequently 
could not receive consideration. The last- 
mentioned tender was immediately with- 
drawn after receipt. 

No contract was awarded at this time 
(the "th of June), tho government interpos 
ing with an objection to tho company sacri 
ticing their bonds in order to realize enough 
money to construct tho road. 

After the government agreed to guarantee

•Oeneral Specifications for the Work of En- 
gineering, Bridijxwj, etc., and for Com- 
pleting the said Railway, 

1st. The railway shall bo a singlo track 
line, with gauge four feet oighb and one- 
half inches, with necessary sidings. 

2nd. Tho alignments, gradients and curv- 
atures shall be tho best tho physical fea- 
tures oi the country will admit of, tho maxi- 
mum grade not to exceed ono hundred and 
thirty two ( 132) feet to tho mile, and tho 
minimum curvature not to bo of lers radius 
than two hundred and ninety-five feet. 

3rd. In all wooded sections tho laud must 
be cleared to tho width of not loss than fifty 
'(50) foot on each side of tho centre lino ; all 
brush and logs must bo completely burnt 
and none thrown on tho adjacent lino. 

•1th. Tho grading will include all excava- 
tion in earth and rock, and all other 
descriptions of material necessary for tho 
formation of tho road-bed to tho proper 
grades, both for tho main lines and for all 
sidings, that maybe required.

THE BARK ARUHER." 

Finding of the Naval Court— The Abandon- 
ment .1 ustilleil — Captain Dawaon'sl 
Conduct Seamanlike. 

San Francisco, April G. — Tho Naval 
court held at the British consulate, consist- 
ing of the Consul and Captain iveeiy, of tho 
Simla, and Captain Milman, of the Crown 
of Denmark, to investigate into the circum- 
stances attending the abandonment of tho 
British bark Archer, of Liverpool, in her 
voyago from Victoria to Portland, concluded 
i:s labors. Tho court found that the vessel 
appears to have been well fjund, suffici- 
ently manned and seaworthy at the time of 
her departure from Victoria ; that hor ballast 
appears to havo been sufficient in quantity 
and well and properly stowed and secured 
in tho double shifting boards; that Mr. 
John D-kweon appears to have navigated the 
vessel in a seamanlike manner, and consider- 
ing the circumstances of the cise, tho night 
being dark and stormy and tho ship being 
every moment in danger of foundering, with 
her masts gone, he was justified in abandon- 
ing her. The officers and crew appear to 
have conducted themsolvea properly and 
obeyed all the orders given them; that two 
men were drowned at tho timo of the 
casualty, but that nothing could have been 
done to savo them.

Tho acquisition by tho Board of Trade of 
tho promises of tho Merchants Exchango 
club waa the chief topic of debate at tho 
quarterly general meeting of the former 
body yesterday afternoon. The Bubjoct had 
already been discussed and ro discussed at 
the meetings of tho Council, by whose in- 
struction a committeo had arranged with 
tho executive of tho club for tho transfer of 
the reading room to tho Board, tho latter 
paying tho cost price of the furniture requir- 
ed, assuming the maintenance of tho 
premises from April 1, and allowing Mer- 
chants Exchango mombers not identified 
with tho Board the uao of tho reading room 
so long as they continuo payoiont of the 
dues, $1 por month. Tho room had already 
been taken possession of by tho Board on 
these term', which to b;como final only 
required the upproval of tho quarterly 
general meeting. Tho latter was alBo 
asked to decide if, in consideration of the 
loss they had suataiued through tho uufor- 
■ untie failure- (it the Exchango olub'a plans, 
winch originated in Ihu li .anl of Trade, 
niim Dt-ra of tho Vletohaiu'a Exchango club 
dt. iriug to join the li mrd should not obtain 
some special consideration — should they not 
bo received, upon election in the usual way, 
on tho payment of tno entrance fee of $20 
instead of f.'lO, having already paid $10 to 
become members of tho Merchants' Ex- 
ohange club ? 

Thoro waa but littlo objection to tho ac- 
quisition r,t the reading room, which is gen- 
erally looked upon by tho Board of Trade 
members Uo a natural and necessary adjunct 
of tho parent institution. Several of the 
members did, however, object to lowering 
the ontranoi feu of tho Board to admit at an 
advantage Merchants' Exchango members, 
as many Board of Trade men aa 
outsiders having been identified with 
the exchange club, and thoro being no aimi 
lnr compensation suggested for their benefit. 
The discussion, chit fly on tho point thua 
outlined, lasted upwards of an hour, and 
was terminated by the adoption of a reaolu 
tion introduced by Mr. A. B. Gray, "That 
tho Board endorse the aatiorj already taken 
toward tho acquisition of tho roudiog room, 
and incorporate the latter with tho Board 
premises; and that membors of tho Met 
chants' Exchango club not already membera 
of the Board of Irado be allowed a robato of 
$10 upon olection in tho ordinary way to 
membership in the Board of Trade prior to 
June 30 next." 

In regard to tho general proposition of 
maintaining tho exchango or reading room 
in connection with tho Board, tho conaensus 
of opinion seemed to bo that it would bo 
well to " let it drift — try the room and aeo 
how it draws; continuo it if it does and 
abandon it if it does not." Mr. J. G. Gor- 
don held that tho reading room could also 
serve the purpose of a meeting room for the 
Board, tho larger premises, at proaent in 
use, boing abandoned and a considerable re- 
duction in expenses beihg thereby secured. 
Mr. J. H. Todd was willing to give the 
reading room a trial as u Board accessory, 
while peraonally inclining to tho opinien 
that it would be nioro advautageoua to con- 
vert it into offices, for %vhich it 
in admirably adup'ed. He held that 
an exchango for Victoria was s'.ill a 
little premature, Mr. C. E Renouf pointed 
out the advantages to bo derived from hav- 
ing a room where tho trado publications and 
referenco works of tho Board could bo con- 
veniently consulted ; where strangers could 
obtain commercial information ; whero pro- 
vincial industries coulel be in a measuie 
represented, and where business men from 
elsewhere could write their letters or meet 
tho business men of Victoria— jast such u 
room ua this was intended to bo. Secretary 
lilworthy gave tho information that tho coat 
of atquieition would bo about $150, and of 
maintenance say about $'.200 per annum — for 
rent, papers and miscellaneous expenditure. 
Action waB finally taken without a division, 
the resolution boing to give tho room a fair 
trial as an auxiliary featuro of the Board 
conducted on the lines suggested. 

Tho exchange room as at present carried 
on affords plenty of roading — general, sta- 
tistical and technical. There aro comfort- 
ablo chairs, writing tables suitably fur- 
nished, shipping bu lotiue, elc. Tho room 
is open at all hours lo members and to 
visitors introduced by them, whose names 
are simply recorded in a book kept for the 
purpose. All the Provincial newspapers 
are on file, with occasional "exchanges" 
received from the leading Canadian and 
foreign business centres. It is eloaired to 
keep in this room such other information a6 
will bo of interest to visitors from outside 
cities, and the secretary asks each member 
to kindly assist in this direction by con 
tributing printed matter or specimens of 
ore or other products of the Province likely 
to attract the attention of capitalists seek- 
ing investments. 

Proceeding with tho regular ordor of busi- 
ness, the first item taken up waa in connec- 
tion with the report of tho committee 
named to auggeat desirable amendments to 
tho Insolvency law. President Flumerfolt 
explained that through the illness of Boverul 
momhora of the committeo and through 
othor causes tho committeo had not formu- 
lated their report, and aa tho bill is at 
present beforo tho Canadian Parliament 
further delay could not but prove fatal to 
tho wishes ol tho Board. Jalr. J. U. Todd, 
tho chairman of tho committoo, had there- 
fore dm feed a meaango to Victoria's ropre- 
sontativea at Ottawa, which ho (President 
Flumerfelt) had approved, and which had 
then been telegraphed to tho Dominion 
capital. This message was as follows : 

" Board of Trado requests your special 
attention and assistance to Insolvency bill. 
Keep conduct of cstatos well under oontrol 
of creditors and oxpensea down." 

Ira Cornwall, eecretary of tho St. John 
(N. B) Board of Trado, wrote under date 
of March 7, enclosing extractB from a mem- 
orial passed by that body, addrcBBed to tho 



Dominion Government, relative to the pro- 
posed changes in the Customs tariff and 
asking the co-operation of the Board there- 
in. This memorial suggested that tho now 
tariff on dry gooelo, groceries, crockery, 
hardware, iron manufactures, fiuits, etc., 
come into operation on Juno 1, and tho tariff 
on books, etationeiy, ngiiouluiial imple- 
ments, etc , ono month later. The New 
Brunswick board further advised tho re- 
moval of tbo duly upon sugar cane) and 
molasses imported din ot from tho placa of 
growth, und upon all Wpst India raw mgar 
up to and not over No. 1G Du'ch standard ; 
the reduction of the duty on rice from \\ to 
| dent per pound; tho establishment ot a 
reciprocal arrangement for tho admioainnof 
United States breadstulla into Canada ; and 
tho roduotion of tho duties on American 
burning oil end on scrap copper. 

The now tariff being already in optratim 
it was deemed unnecessary to outer into 
uuy consideration of the aubject mutter of 
tho memorial ; the communication was 
ordered to be tiled, anel acknowledged with 
tho information that tho Board had already 
communicated i's wishes to Victoria's re- 
presentatives at 0:tawa, 

Mr. James L. Forrester, manager of the 
Canada Paint Co. in British Columbia, ud- 
drossod tho Board by letter in regard to the 
garnishee law, ae follows : 

" I would like to enter my protest againBt 
tho garnishee law in this Province, us being 
meat iujuiioua and unfair, and not having 
anything in it to entitle it to remain 
on the statute books. I know for a fact 
of caeca in which a creditor haB had 
preference on account of having been 
informed by tho debtor of peoplo who were 
owing him accounts, and acting on this in- 
formation tho accounts had beon garnisheed. 
I should like to know if you havo aught to 
say in its favor ; if not I trust it may bo re- 
poaled with all Bpecd." 

Mr. Forrester entered tho room as hia 
letter was receiving consideration, and ex- 
plained that ho had not reforrod to tho 
ordinary operation of tho garniaheo system, 
ta attach the wugea of employes, but more 
particularly to tho cueo of huiinosa men 
whom ho had known to garnishee tho book 
account! of other business men, thereby, by 
their knowing tho details of the debtors' 
business, acquiring an unfair advantage ovor 
othor creditors. 

Messrs. Renouf and Gordon thought that 
tho general operation of tho local law in 
respect to garnishees was very satiif lotory ; 
tho point raised by Mr. Forreator would 
probably be met by tho amendments now 
being mado to tho Insolvency law in tho 
Dominion Commona. 

Mr. Jamea Mitchell acknowledged tho in- 
just'eo under ciicumstancoa aa related by 
Mr. Fortestcr, and of which ho also was 
well aware, and Mr. Forrester having ob- 
tained, bb ho desired, a ventilation of tho 
su'iject, moved that it bo " tabled." This 
uo'.lon was taken. 

Mr. Alexander Begg (C. C ) esked t-nd re- 
ceived permission to havo the portrait of 
Captain Vancouver, hanging in tho board 
rejoins, photographed, for tho purpose of 
illustrating a British Columbia history upon 
which ho is now engaged ; and a communi- 
cation from tho North American Review, 
asking for the moral support of the board in 
an endeavor to increase their subscription 
list in this vicinity, waa recoived and filed. 
The same courBO was taken in regard to a 
letter from Boiling k Lowe, London, accom- 
panying certain atatialica of the iron 
trado. Le'ttera and plana from the 
Manchester Ship Canal Company, and 
a ponf-.Iio of world pic'ures from 
tho San Francisco Examiner were acknow- 
ledged with thanks, as was also the gift of 
a volume nf "Commerce" from Mr. H. C, 
Beoton. Tho statistical committeo waa in- 
structed to comply with a request from Mr. 
Beetou that the editor of Commerco bn fur- 
niahed with data of the history of the Board 
and photographs of its present officers, these 
being r< quired for a complimentary write 
up. 

Tho improvement, of the Cowichan river, 
with regard to which tho Board recently 
addressed a letter to the Provincial Govern- 
ment, was referred lo in the following re- 
ply, signed by Mr. Arthur G. Smith, c'oputy 
attorney general : 

"I havo been eliiocled by tho hon. tho 
Attorney General to acknowledge tho receipt 
of your commit -tic stion of February 2-1, en- 
closing copy ot a resolution adopted at a pub- 
lic meeting held in Duncan in referenco 
to tho Cowichan river. In reply, I beg to 
inform you that a vote for 81,500 has been 
placed in the estimates for the purpose of 
improving tho liver, anel tho matter will 
receive every conhideration from the Gov- 
ernment." 

Pleasure waa expressed at tho satisfactory 
answer to the representations of the board, 
a id, on motion of Mr. Futoher, Bccondod by 
Mr. Erekine, tho communication was or- 
dered to bu acknowledged with thanks and 
entered on tho minutes. 

The President nominated aa auditors for 
tho year Messrs. Connon, Bonn and Gordon, 
Mr. Herbert Bostock was elected to mem- 
b'rship, and tho Board arijourned after 
drawing attention to tho desirability of 
somo member presenting o copy of tho first 
annual report of tho Board. Tho President 
and Council are unable to have bound a 
complete volume of the Board'a annual re- 
ports in consequence of tho first report be- 
ing missing.
